Facts and Figures 

Because a farmer keeps a herd of 
dairy cowe it does not necessarily fol- 
low that each one.in the herd is es- 
pecially adapted for gairying. The 
type and general appearance may be 
good, the temperament ani disposition 
may promige fair results, but the real 
value of each one is-to,be measured 
actually and practically by just her 
individual yield not the average of the 
herd as a whole, at the end of a full 
season's work. 

Over and over again when dairy 
farmers have checked up the produc- 
tlon separately of each cow there have 
been found wonderful surprises and 
serious disappointments. Those 
good lookers have turned out to be 
poor producers; the despised cow of 
insignificant appearance has often 
proved a splendid moneymaker when 
her moderate cost of feed has been de- 
ducted from the large total yield of 
milk and fat. Some cow testing fig- 
ures recorded by the dairy division at 
Ottawa, show great contrasts. For in- 
stance, two cows ylelding the same 
weight of milk may differ in profit by 
$25.00. The aged cow may do far 
better than the five-:-sarold. Two 
mature cows in the same herd have 
been known to differ in production by 
eight thousand pounds of milk. One 
herd of twelve cows last year gave 
thirty-six tons of milk more than an- 
other herd of twelve. How are these 
vital points to be definitely ascertained 
by the practical dairyman? Such 
facts are brought to light when figures 
are usel. It is just as simple as A.

Crop Statistics 


The following crop report up to Ju'y 
gtst, ts made by the census hureau of 
Ottawa: 

All the field crops of Canada on 
July 38, excepting only fall whear 
(77.75), hay and clover (7457) and 
alfalfa (76 35) are reported as having 
a condition mhove 80, the range being 
from 82 beans and corn for busking to 
89 for potatoes and mixed grains. 


In the three Northwest provinces 
spring wheat is reported as 84.60 in 
Manitoha, 89 in Saskatchewan and 88 
in Alberta, the other grain crops being 
correspondingly high, barley, espe 
cially in Saskatchewan and Alberta, 
being go per cent. or over. Root 
crops in the Northwest provinces are 
also particularly good. 

The cundition of buckwheat in the 
Maritime provinces and in Quebec is 
90 and over; but in Ontario it is down 
to 73.43. Flaxseed is al.ove 80 in the 
Northwest provinces, and in Saskat- 
chewan, where the great bulk of this 
crop is grown the percentage condi- 
tion is 84 87. Sugar beet, grown for 
beet root sugar in Ontario and Alberta 
is 80 44 for the former and 92 3: for 
the latter province. 


The preliminary estimate of the 
yield per acre of fall wheat is 2a 38 
bushels, which for the harvested area 
in Ontario, Manitoha, Saskatchewan, 
Alberta and British Columbia of 83s, 
800 acres indicates a total yield of 
318,482,000 bushels, as compared with 
36,396,000 bushels from 781,000 acres 
in 1gt2. This yield is 13 per cent. 
above that of last year. 

The average yield per acre of hay 
and clover is estimated at 1.23 ton, in- 
dicating a total yield of 9, 396,500 tons 
from 7,621,600 acres, as compared 
with 11,189,000 tons from 7,633,600 
acres or 1.47 ton per acre in i912. 
Alfalfa, with an average yield per acre 
of 1.38 ton, shows an estimated total 
production of 143,000 tons from 103, 
ago acres as compared with 310,100 
tons from 111,300 acres, or 2.79 tons 
in 5912, 


in West Country 


Froma report published in Tues- 
day’s ‘Telegram of the gth, a railroad 
to be known as the Dominion Western 
Railway will be built through the 
country west of Didsbury and Olds. 

‘Tenders for the completion of the 
first soo miles of this railway from 
Calgary to the Montana Border expir- 
ed on Monday September 8th and it is 
the intention of the railroad company 
to push the completion of this part of 
the line as soon as possible. 

The line starts at the international 
boundary at a place called Whiskey 
Gap and will run north through Card- 
ston, then northwest through’ Pincher 
Creek to Lundbreck, where it crosses 
the Crow’s Nest line of the C.P.R. 
and Old Man River. It will then run 
north through the Porcupine Hills 
and then through the oil fields to a 
point south of the reserve, and then 
right into Calgary. 

The road will tap P. Burns’ cowl 
mines and several others in the south. 
west. It runs through a very rich 
farming country and ifthe oil fields a- 
mount to anything, the road will 
handie the oi! shipments from there 
and tie company expect that many 
refineries will be built. 

The above is a description of the 
road which will be finished now as 
soon as the contractors can do so, but 
later there will be an extension made 
running northwesterly, past Guill and 
Snake lakes, by way of the coal mines 
along the Red Deer river in the north, 
and then up through Edmonton and 
turning west, goes into British Colum. 
bia to Fort St. John. ‘The part of the 
railroad for which tenders have now 
Leen reccived, and for which contracts 
were let last week, extends from Card- 
ston and Continues up through Pin- 
cher Creek, Lundherg and north to 
Westrupt Cattle ranch When this 
section is completed, centracts will be 
let to complete the road thiough Prid- 
dis into Calgary. ‘The road will enter 
Calgary on the west side, near the golf 
links, but the exact location of the 
depot has not heen determined. 

A Uranch line will be run to the 
coal fields of the south fork of the Old 
Man river as soon as the first 109 
miles of the line is completed, and as 
the line proceeds north arms will be 
built into the mining districts and 
practically al! the coal mines from the 
far south to the peace River district 
will be tapped by this main trunk line 
of the railroad, when it is completed 
in the course of three or four years.

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


THe sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter section of available Do- 
minion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta, The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Entry 
by proxy may !e maie at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands 
(not sub-agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence «pon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. | homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitatle house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing nay pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside hia homestead. Price 
$3 per acre. Duties—Six months resi- 
denve in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent) and 50 
acres extra ciftivation, The area of 
cultivation is subject to reduction in case 
of rough, scrubby or .stony land after 
report by Homestead Inspector on appli- 
cation for patent. 

A homesteader who has exhausted hix 
homestead right and cannot obtain a 
pre-emption may take a purchased home- 
stead in certain districts, Price $3 per 
acre. Duties— Must reside six months 
in each of three years, cultivate 50 acres 
and erect a house worth $300.

He knew to a nicety where the shoe 
pinched, and hastened to relieve it; 
many members owed thelr seats to 
his timely assistance.

The fact that in almost all civilized 
countries women outnumber men has 
been ascribed to the higher birth rata 
of girl babies; yet statistics show that 
106 boys are Yorn to every 100 
girls.

His 
nervous system is not as fin<ly organ- 
ized as.a Woman's, and as Mosso, the 
Italian physiologist, has pointed out, 
men and women are entirely depend- 
ent upon their nerves for caution not 
to over-exert. While it is true that

Work of the Dominion Department 


of Agriculture 


The report of the Minist.: of Agri- 
culture for the year ending March 31, 
1913 has-been printed. It contains 
in concise and readable form a review 
of the work carried on by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture through its sever- 
al brane 2s and divisions during the 
year. It concludes also the Orders in 
Council that were passed affecting ag- 
riculture. 

The report is presented under five 
generai heads as follows: 1, General 
remarks; 2, Arts and Agriculture; 3, 
Patents of Invention; 4, Copyrights, 
Trade Marks, Industrial Designs and 
Timber Marks; 6, FEublic Health. 
There is also include. an appendix 
having reference to Public Health, Ex- 
hibition and the Seventh International 
Congress held at Rome against Tuber- 
culosis. 

Referring tc the trade in dairy pro- 
ducts it is pointed out that for the firt 
time in sixty years no butter was ex- 
ported to the United Kingdom, but 
on the other hand more than six and 
one-half millicn pounds were imported 
into Canada during the year. 

In the Seed Branch among other 
work almost nineteen thousand samp- 
les of farm seeds were tested for 
farmers and seed merchants. 

The Live Stock 
means of public sales distributed up- 


wards of 1,300 breeding shvep, about | 


one-third of which were pure-bred 
rams. In ths record of performance 
about one thousand cows have been 
entered for test. These represent 
stock of about 150 farms. 

Through the Experimental Farms 
system which includes the Central 
Farm and fifteen branch farms and 
stations an enormous amount of work 
has been done. The report not only 
gives one a general knowledge of its 
extent but brings to light many ac- 
complishments for agriculture. In 
Saskatchewan, it is poinied out that 
the spring wheat ‘Marquis’ yielded at 
the rate of 91 bushels per acre. The 
still newer Prelude wheat which rip- 
ens muc:: earlier than other good sorts 
was sent out for test ‘during the year. 
A much large” quantity is promised for 
distribution during the coming winter. 
Many other useful points are recorded 
in the minister's report, copies of 
which are available to those who ap- 
ply for {t to the Publication Branch 
of the Department of Agriculture at 
Ottawa.
